A FAMILY ROW. 


Winnipeg Tribune Prince Albert 
despatch, Jan. 29: Mr. T. O. Davis, M. 


P., for Saskatchewan, stated last night | 


that he had tendered his resignation of 
the office to the speaker of the house 
of commons this morning. A gentle- 
man who witnessed Mr. Davis’ 
signature to the documen’ confirmed 
the statement. The exact reason for 
this step is not given, but it is general- 
ly understood by the public to mean 
that Mr. Davis declines to fight the 
protest against his election, lodged by 
his brother liberal, Mr. McPhail, 
which prays that not only Mr. Dayis 
be unseated, but disqualified as well. 
It is held by leading legal talent here 
that Mr. Davis’ resignation was tender 
ed too late to avoid anything in hold- 
ing back the protest proceedings, and> 
that the public may still look forward 
to hear how liberals can manage an 
election campaign when left entirely to 
themselves, there being no Conserva- 
tive candidate i in the field at the bye- 
election. To get even with some of 
those instrumental in filing the pro- 
test, Mr. Davis has instituted legal 
proceedings against J. R. McPhail, 
Capt. Smith and §. J. Donaldson, 
charging them with conducting business 
as a limi ted liability company without 
having proper signs in place. This, 
Mr. Davis says, has been going on for 
1,000 days, and the penalty is $20 per 
day. The case comes before a local 
magistrate on Monday. Davis has also 
sworn out informations against two 
prominent McPhail supporters charg- 
ing them with criminal libel. Other 
legal proceedings are on the wav against 
parties on both sides, and the forecast 
for the next few days may be said to be 
sear Be stormy.

The following information compiled 
by D. W. Marsh, president of the 
Western Stock Association will be of 
interest in discussing the question of 
quarantine. 

“The last census report of the de- 
partment of agriculture for 1890 shows 
an enumeration fur cattle for Assini- 
boia and Alberta of 215,078, horses

CROW’S NEST RAILWAY. 


The Botietin has received a private 
jetter from a Winnipeg gentleman: on 
the subject of the Crow’s Nest pass 
railway. It takes the liberty of pub- 
lishing a part as showing how at least 
some Winnipeg people look on this 
matter, and as giving a _ valuable 


chapter from the experience of Mani- | 


toba in railway competition. 


“You are right in intimating that no | 
agreement as to maximum rates proves | 
Right | 


satisfactory in the long run. 
here in Manitoba we had an example 
of that. When the local government 
made the contract forthe N.P.R. to come 


in here, and for which the company | 


got about $600,000, it was claimed that 
an agreement had been made,which was 
bound to reduce the high rates then 
prevailing. In fact competition—not 
additional railway facilities—was all 
that we were after. But what is the 
result? Well, Mr. J. H. Ashdown’s 
evidence before the freight rates com- 
mission of a few years ago was that, 
taken altogether, the rates since the 
N. P. R. came in were higher than be- 
fore. That evidence should be avail- 
abie. 

Now - here is an idea that has been 
running through my mind for a 
long time. It is~ this: Under no 
circumstances should the Dominion | 
surrender the Crow's 
private corporation whatever. It 
shocld be kept as a national highway 
for all that want to travel it. Why? 
Because, it is the only possible way 
left to get through that part of the 
country. The government I hold 
should not only net bonus a company 
to go th ‘ough, but should refuse ever 

tans a bonus to allow any company 
to take possession of the pass. The 


Crow’s Nest pass is exactly as a great | 


and only navigable stream. Whit 
would be said of the country giving a 
monopoly to any company or any nurm- 
ber of companies for the navigation of 
such a route? No, I hold the*govern- 
ment showld build the Crow’s Nest 
road, and and hold it as a railway high- 
way. It is one of navure’s gifts to the 
country; and the country should not 
part with it. As I have said, I 
believe it is conceded: that the Crow’s 
Nestisthe only practicable pass through 
the mountains south of the C. P. R. 
(Kicking Horse) pass; and I further 
understand that the Yellow Head (Mae- 
kenzie’s proposed C. P. R. route) is the 
only one to the north of it—at least 
within practicable limits. This pass 
too I hold the government shouid 
never surrender. The avenues through 
the mountains are too few to give any 
of them away—not to say to pay cor- 
porations for taking them. Whea 


the circumstances require that vhese 
few avenues be utilized, the govern- 
ment should “fit them up” for the use
